A bit of Socialist knowledge would have aided the P.M. in getting rid of his tormen- 
tors. He could have said "Look, these problems of poverty, unemployment, pollution 
and slack markets are a natural by-preduct of tre Capitalist system. They are mt 
Solvable by any government pledged to run Capitalism. But, of course, such an act 
would reveal the Political paucity not only of himself but of his capitalistic com 
petitors. 


Socialists don't give a damn about the political fortunes of Pierre or his atagon- 
ists. The event does however have some microscopically beneficial side effects. 
Besides being a good thigh slapper it snould serve to saake some of tne working 
class loose from tneir fawning reverence of Capitaiism's cpokesmen. As Engels put 
it, it snould help Socialist's in "neaping scorn upon the state" for now the Prim 
Minister is exposed not only as one capable of using tne same language as that of a 
large section of tne working class but an outright liar to boot. So in a way per- 
haps our "flower cnild" has given tne working class something. In losing their mv: 
erence of Capitalism's befuddiers not only should they gain a higher estimation of 
taemselves but tney nave a substitute for their most common adjective. It is tw & 
noped tney will not be long in ridding tnemselves of this fuddling Capitalist syste.

But not only were TH:Y at it, there 
vere disturbing whispers tnat WE were at it as well and had never been free fron it, 
taat 1t was even nracticed by tne crandest land cf all. 


Ine legal giants who moved surely at Muremberg are lesa sure now. Toe order nad

HENRY FORD II and the SOCIAL REVOLUTION 


Business Scnool (H.B.S.) Bulletin dated May - June 1970. Says he: "...Peter Drucw: 

observes tnat tne cnances between now and tne year 2000 will be as creat as the 

cnanges tnat took place between 1840 and 1914. Tnat's a fairly modest forcast. 4 
few weeks ago Dean William Haber told a group of executives tnat tne year 2000 will

be as different from 1949 as 1949 is from the year 1500. I believe Dr. Haber will 
prove to be a better prophet tuan Dr. Drucner". 


Ford, tne revolutionary, nas little or no regard for tne comparatively timid and 

reactionary Dr. Drucner. Witn Ford we agree in nis cnoice of tne two comparisons, 
and more literally tnan ne appears to realise and certainly much more than ne ciear- 
ly wisnes us to understand. 


Tue main novel features of tne year 1500 were (1) the discovery of the New World hai 
begun in earnest; (2) Germany and England were still in the religious ferment after 
ti.cir severance from tne Holy Courch of Rome; (3) Copernicus was born and beginning 
to study astror ical movements. However, tne main and apparently eternal abiding 
social feature was feudalism firmly entrenched. Wnere: "In the pre-capitalist stare 
of society commerce ruled industry. In modern society the reverse is true", (Facts 
about mercnant capital) Vol III "CAPITAL". 


European society was still producing material wealth in its pre-commodity form i.e. 
mainly for direct usage by its producers, namely serfs and tneir landlords and nas- 
ters. Hand labor practically unaided was the primary encrgy except for laboring 
Cattle and a few wind and water wneels. In 1500 vast areas of the world; Africa, 
America, Asia tne Pacific islands and Australia too, tribal communism was still flow 
ishing after ages of social existence. By 1770 Adam Smitn could write nis "Wealto of 
Nations" clearly snowing toat wnere tne beginnings of commodity production nad taken 
root (i.e. Engiisn capitalism), tnere in like proportion was developing its necessam 
| sequel, class antagonism arising from clasning material interests between (a) taose 
| who produce but do not possess wealta and (b) tnose wno possess but do not produce 
wealtn. Australia's first English settlers were in th2 main tne convict victims of 
| tue outcome of this glorious capitelist revoiution, driven off the land of tneir 
| forebears and nerded into tne cities as landless wage labar proletarians. By 1é48 
7 tne ciass antagonism uad so far progressed as not to be "...concealed beneata purflé 
mantles and biack cassocxs." Karl ilarx acknowledges: "Tne bourgeoisie nistorically 
nas played a most revolutionary part." 


"Tne bourgeoisie waerever it got tne upper nand, uas put an end to all feudal pat- 
riarcnial idyllic relations. It nas pitilessly torn asunder the motley feudel ties

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that bound man to his ‘natural superiors' and nas left remaining no otner nexus bet- 
veen man and man than naked self-interest, tnen callous cash payment." Continues the 
communist Manifesto: "Tne bourgeoisie nas stripped of its nalo every occupation nith- 
erto honored and looked up to with reverent awe. It has converted tne physician, tne 
lavyer, tne priest, tne poet, tne men of science, into its paid wage laborers." 


Even so it wasn't until just over 100 years ago (1847) tnat tne Marxian analysis open- 
ed up the way to the discovery of just where, how and wny waze labor and capital as 
long as capitalism continues, must be eternally at war against eaco other. Why class 
and civil conflict must take on more and more menacing forms. Marx enligntens us. 
"Wnat 4s a working day? Unquestionably tne working day must be snorter tran tne nat- 
ural 24 hours. How much shorter? Tne capitalist has his own ideas as to this matter. 
As a capitalist he is merely capital nersonified. His soul is tne soul of capital, 
voich has a vital impetus of its own, tne impulse towards self-expansion, towards the 
creation of surplus value towards making the constant factor of capital (tne means of 
production) absorb tne greatest possible amount of surplus value. Cavnital is deal la- 
bor. The more blood it sucks tne more vigorously does it live." (Capital" Vol. 1 Cna- 
pter 8, The Working Day). 


By 1970 swiftly developinr capitalism nad brought tne entire world under its sway. 

All pre-capitalist forms of society aave been uprooted and flung into tae rubbish bin 
of nistory. Universally, "comnunist" Russia, Cnina and cuba, "socialist" India and 
otner such nations as well as the "Commonwealth" of Australia, all of tnese as well as 
avowed self-confessed capitalist nations like tne U.S.A., all nave been revolutionised. 
Within eacn in proportion to their economic development tnere exists a state of class 
and civil war. Tnere 1s ceveloping contradictions tnat cannot be nidden i.e. Amer- 
ican Food and peace Programme running into hundreds of millions of dollars was rec- 
ently exposed as being negotiated into 95 per cent guns and otner military equipment. 
1970, opulent year in Australian nistory finds tnat in Melbourne city alone more than 
40,000 cnildren are hungry, ill housed and scabbily clothed. Aborigine cnaildren rumm- 
aging for food in tne rubbiso bins in caravan parks are regarded as a “blasted nui- 
sance". Tne Snire Council of Wyndham (West Australia), report on tnis matter ack- 
nowledges "Tne underlying cause of tnaese raids can simply be stated as huncer". and 
proposed puttine a high wire fence around tue park (to kecp out these “unlawful tramps"). 
vonc.uding tue report we read: "Tne council nad recently spent $79,000 on improve- 
ments and did not want aborigines running through it". Melbourne Age, 13/Jan./A971. 
Under tue News neadline of "Native girls sell sex for a meal". "“Tnere nas been cases 
of 9 year old Aborigine girb offering tnemselves to white men for a namburger, Abor- 
igine leader (Mr. J. Davis) said yesterday. "Food is tne enticement offered for Abor- 
igines to prostitute tuemselves", Melbourne Age 15/Janfl971. (!) Tne only remedy 
property can offer hungry children. 


Henry Ford II is certainly correct. 1970 is as different as possible from toe year 
1500. By tne year 1970 tne capitalist world was so prosperous, for the owning class, 
toat twice witnin tnirty-one years it could afford tne luxury of beginning and ending 
two total world wars. Could land men on the moon; could develop atomic hydrogen and 
otner such bombs and increasingly build and set atomic power noses in motion. Yet 
still cannot properly feed tue working class and tneir families. In 1970 communica- 
tion can operate in split seccnds to world audiences per medium of radio and TV eguip- 
ment, yet cannot solve tne problem of distributing edible materiai wealtn tnat rots 
along witn wide-spread malnutrition of tne working class young. 


On anotner point with Ford II we agree: "Man does not live by bread alone, but he 
fas to nave bread before ne begins to think of otuer tnings." Taois is exactiy in 
accord with Marxian philosophy and our view. When we look and taink about other 
things we see that capitalism "is no solid crystal but is an organism capable of 
Clange and is constantiy changing", Toe Marxian view seizes hold of the dynamics of

boureeois system of commodity production just at tne point he does not want to se 
y further, And behold, we are aware of tne present being but a transitory state of 
clety as did tie bourreoisie once see tne state of fewdalism. The latter system 
provided tno base and the mainsnrineg of original capital. ‘Vo aro aware tnat modern 
Capitalism nas provided thie baso and mainsprine for socialism. In the same manner ag 
feudalism brings about its own negation so does capitalism.

While the latter lasts people oan only live by the process of buying and selling com. 
odities. H.F. II is aware tnat he has to buy commodity labor-power in order to »nm- 
céss nature given materials into sellable auto and spare parts. The laborer like- 
wise can live only by selling his commodity labor-power and with nis waves he in tum 
must buy commodities in tneir day by day, month by month and goneration by generation 
rejuiroments and forms. All of this H.F. would agree with is on the strict impartial 
basis of commodities ever:where excnanging at their value. Were this not true then 
tnere would ba no excnange anda H.F. would justly be appalled at this monstrous un- 
ethical affair. Even so, commodities, labor-power along with all others, exchanging 
on tue basis of tne labor tnoory of value, still hurries along alienation of each in- 
diviaual from all otuers (as well as class from class), as well as from the increas- 
ing abundance of socially created material wealth and tne law of value exchange algo 
hurries along tue growing awareness of tnis social alienation. 


wealtn production, Capitalism solved this admittedly miguty problem. So this is m 
longer witn us. It was solved in the tecnnical sense and also in tne sense of social 
discipline. It was solved by socialising of tne labor proccess. (The recent vworld- 
wide move to reduce all weights and measures to a uniform simplified netric system 

is a furtner step along tnis line). But for all this revolution in the field of pm: 
duction modern capitalism cannot solve tne problem of distribution--tne best it can 
do in tne matter is along tne aforesaid lines of the Labor Theory of Value as to clear 
ly set out by Marx in cnapter 1 Vol. 1 "Capital". And we socialists are tne true in 
heritors of tne revolutionary zeal and traditions of our prevailine masters, Once 
tuey were eascr energetic and successful in disbanding and effectively abolisnaing all 
pre-capitalist scorns of society in order to remove all impediment to the exnloitation 
of labor and to tne free and full development of tneir own successive revolutions. 
Now, however, we can only expect tnom to figut wita tae same enorgy but reactionary 
zeal arainst tneir own abolisnment and replacement by socialism. Their own econonists, 
dashing and revolutionar:, were proud to stand up and declare tnat "Labor alone create: 
wealtn tnat is excnangeabie. Tne rest is a depository of nature". Adam Smitn, "wealt 


of Nations." (cnapter 5).

It is our purpose to continue tne dynamic of tnis same process for the 
purpose of educating our class along lines consistent with this industrail revolu- 
tion and for tue entire abolishing of tne capitalist system and with tnis tue entire 
eholisnment of classes and establisnment of socialism. Yes inaeed, the year 2000 wh 
likely will be as different from 1970 as 1970 is from the 1500. We certainly hope #

Last year, tne communique, signed by Yoshimi Fusul 
woo 1s a conservative member of tne Japanese Parliament, said tnat Japan's security 


treaty wito tne United States was in danger of becoming "a new Japanese-American iil- 
tary alliance aimed at tn2 Cninese people, tne Korean people, and tne various hatiots 
of Asia." 


But tne prefits on tneir trade will be #200 million in Japna's favour. On a two way 
basis, Japan's sales and purcnases from Cuina tnis year will nit a post Second World 
War record cf around ¢800 million.

1, _... :nat society as at present constituted is based upon the ownership of the means 
of living (1.e., land, factories, railways, etc.) by the capitalist or master class, 
and the consequent enslavement of the working class, by whose labor alone wealth 
is produced. 
>. ——That in society, therefore, there is an antagonism of interests, manifesting Itself 
as a class struggle between those who possess but do not produce, and those who 
produce but do not possess. 
3. ___ That this antagonism tan be abolished only by the emancipation of the working 
cluss from the domination of the master class, by the conversion into the com- 
mon property of society of the means of production and distribution, and their demo- 
cratic control by the whole people. 


4 That as in the order of social evolution the working class is the last class to 


achieve its freedom, the emancipation of the working class will involve the | 


emancipation of all mankind, without distinction of race or sex. 
5 ___That this emancipation must be the work of the working class itself. 


6 ___That as the machinery of government, including tne armed forces of the nation, 4 


exists only to conserve the monopoly by the capitalist class of the wealth taken 
from the workers, the working class must organize consciously and politically for the 


conquest of the powers of government, in order that this machinery, including these [| 
forces, may be converted from an instrument of oppression into the agent of emancipa- & 


tion and overthrow of plutocratic privilege. 
7 ___ That as political parties are but the expression of class interests, and as the 


interest cv’ the working class is diametrically opposed to the interest of all | 


sections of the master class, the party seeking working class emancipation must he 
hostile to every other party. 


Q __THE COMPANION PARTIES OF SOCIALISM, therefore, enter the field of political § 
a action determined to wage war against all other political parties, whether alleged : 
Jabor or avowedly capitalist, and call upon all members of the working class of these | 


countries to support these principles to the end that a termination may be brought 
to the system which deprives them of the fruits of their labor, and that poverty may 
rive place to comfort, privilege to equality, anc slavery to freedom.
